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HARMONY INSIDE AND OUT 
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How the General Features of an Interior were made to 
conform with the Exterior in one Suburban House 


Have you ever been up against a problem 
like this — to decorate an interior so it shall be 
as nearly as possible in keeping with the ex- 
terior style? 

Often one enters an outwardly beautiful and 
expensive house only to find that decorations 
and furnishings jar with preconceived notions 
about what would be suitable or in good taste. 
Or it may be that no semblance of any style 
is adhered to — but a jumble of old English and 
Colonial, Craftsman, French periods, etc. 

The house shown above is a suburban villa 
— “just plain American style of the present 
date,” to quote its designer. It is of cement 
construction with wood trimmings of slightly 
lighter tone than the body. The shingle roof 
is stained a dark, rich green. 

The builder of this house is a stickler for 
harmony and required that the architect and 
decorator work hand in glove in evolving a 
scheme that should be exactly in keeping 
inside and out. The success of the united 
efforts expended to this end strikes you im- 
mediately you enter the wide reception hall 
which runs clear across the house. The walls 


are covered with one of the Holzmehl or fibre 
effects in the exact shade of the exterior. No 
border is used, but a plain wood moulding of 
the same color as exterior woodwork relieves 
the severity and heightens the likeness of in- 
side and out. The floor is laid with best qual- 
ity of heavy green matting over which several 
beautiful Kirmanshah rugs are strewn. Mat- 
ting was selected in preference to carpet as 
simpler in effect, easier to keep clean — an im- 
portant thing to consider in a hall — and also 
for the reason that it formed a suitable back- 
ground for the choice rugs of which the owner 
is very proud. 

The furniture of this room is all green willow- 
craft with cushions of green and white flowered 
cretonne. 

On the right is the drawing room, entered 
through an arch hung with green rep curtains. 
Here the walls are covered with a hand-printed 
pearl white silk in which green conventional- 
ized figures predominate. The ceiling is also 
tinted in faint green. The woodwork is Cir- 
cassian walnut and the furniture is entirely of 
the same wood in a graceful style that follows 
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the beautiful curves of Louis XV without the 
ornate carving of that artistical period* The 
upholstering is pale green damask with flowered 
effects in dark green and pink. A handsome 
but severely plain walnut mantel over the 
white art tiled fire place is one of the pleasing 
features of this dainty apartment. 

The drawing room opens through folding 
doors into the dining room, where special care 
has been exercised to produce an effect at once 
light, unique and harmonious. The furniture 
and wainscoting is unstained mission. A gray 
green Japanese leather covers the upper walls 
and the rough beamed ceiling is hand decorated 
in a Japanese effect that harmonizes perfectly 
with the leather. At the windows are half 
sash curtains of green pongee, and a green 
drugget covers the floor. 

In the living room at left of the reception 
hall cheerfulness is the key note. The wood 
work is maple. The dazzling parquet flooring 
is relieved by a huge white bear rug and several 
orientals. The walls are hung with a lively 
pattern in tapestry depicting outdoor life. 
The predominating colors are delightful com- 
binations of reds, grays and greens. Leather 
upholstered .chairs and davenports give the 
needed air of comfort and restfulness. 

Back of the living room is a combined library 
and music room. The walls are done in plain 
delft blue paper with a two-foot border of 
Grecian figures — shepherds piping to admiring 
shepherdesses. A broad, white moulding 
throws the border into prominence. Lightness 
and grace characterize everything here. Rich 
Classique velours in the new Gobelin shade and 
the hangings and curtains of the same color and 
pattern are effective at windows and bookcases. 

The bedrooms on the second floor are all 
done in Georgia pine and airy effects in papers 
— panel florals, chambrays, ribbon cut outs 
and the daintier crown effects are used in tasteful 
combination with French cretonne, Irish Home- 
spun Linen and small figured Taffeta hangings. 

“Although they are not a permanent feature 


of the decoration of a room, nevertheless 
screens play an important part in the decora- 
tive scheme and add not a little to the effect- 
iveness of an apartment. Not only are they 
useful for cutting off draughts or hiding some- 
thing which it is desired to conceal from general 
view, but they may be made to serve the pur- 
pose of altering the apparent shape of a room, 
as for example making a long narrow apartment 
appear shorter/' says a writer in the Carpenter 
arid Builder. 

“The framework can be covered with any 
material from paper to the richest tapestries 
or embroideries or to magnificent stamped and 
gilded leather, and upon the choice of the cover- 
ing necessarily depends the decorative effect as 
well as the cost of the screen. 

Perhaps the simplest and cheapest material 
that the decorator can use for covering 
a screen is wall paper. The framework should 
first be covered with well shrunk, unbleached 
muslin, wetted and stretched tightly over the 
frame, the material being closely tacked with 
small upholsterer's tacks. Upon this ground 
a coat of glue size should be given before the 
wall paper is pasted on. Many beautiful ef- 
fects can be obtained by the proper choice, even 
of inexpensive papers, for screen coverings. 
For example, a denim or chambray effect may 
be used, with a narrow border around the edge 
of each leaf. Or a plain ingrain paper may be 
chosen with a landscape border or frieze run- 
ning across the top of the three panels. The 
lower portion of the screen may then be cov- 
ered with lin-o-wall, or some similar relief 
material, either in elaborate ornamental relief 
or in a paneled effect. Quite considerable can 
be added to the beauty of the screen by paint- 
ing these relief materials in colors or by the 
use of gilding. If a fabric, such as burlap, 
denim or buckram, should be used for the cover- 
ing, it is generally necessary to cover the 
exposed edges of the framework with a narrow 
gimp braid or binder, fastened down with brass 
or copper-headed upholsterer’s tacks.

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THE PRIZE PAINTER SAYS: 


“What is a painter ?” asks an advertiser in 
one of the current magazines. “Is he a brush 
wielder only? A jumper and a pair of overalls 
do not make a painter. Painting is as much 
of a skilled trade as is the making of a watch 
or a suit of clothes. Like the watch-maker or 
tailor, the painter should be prepared for his 
career by an apprenticeship. 

“The trade does not consist in the use of the 
brush alone. It consists much more in the 
expert knowledge obtained from study and 
experience in the selection of right materials, 
knowing how to mix them and how to produce 
the desired tint or color.” 

Guess we would subscribe to • all that, 
wouldn't we? Who was it (David Harum?) who 
used to say, “Them's my sentiments”? 

And yet so many of us are prone to overlook 
the fact that we are men of brains with latent 
creative abilities that need only to be called 
into operation and exercised to put us above 
the average. That makes a man valuable — 
valuable to himself in the greater remunera- 
tion his services command. Valuable to his 
fellows and to his brother workmen from the 
fact that his excellent work helps and inspires 
them. Let not any of us get to be only “brush 
wielders” — not just mere painters. Especially 
just at this time when so much is to be done. 
But the Prize Painter is not in the sermon 
business, so he will just say, “A word to the 
wise is enough,” and let it go at that. 

Here are pleasant facts — it will do you good 
to have brought to your attention, Mr. Master 
Painter— and even those who are not now but 
some day will be Master Painters: In his 
remarks before the Convention of Master 
House Painters and Decorators, held in New 
Orleans a few weeks, ago, the Vice-President, 
Charles E. Van Syckles, called attention to the 
changes for the better among “boss” painters 
of today and the improved conditions and gen- 
eral betterment in the trade. 

“Today,” said he, “it is no uncommon thing 
to find the architect consulting the Painter 


before preparing his specifications, or a com- 
mittee of them seeking information from the 
same source, as was seen in the Pennsylvania 
State convention only last month, and quite 
frequently the Painter is consulted by the 
owner, even in preference to the architect, and 
his place in the respect, and ofttimes in the 
work of the community, is as high as that of 
any other mechanic, not even excepting that 
of the so-called general contractor.” 

And why should the painter not be consulted 
in preference to the architect? Surely he 
knows— or should know — as well as anyone 
what’s what in paints, colors, combinations, 
etc. His experience enables him to speak 
with authority. He may not have the tech- 
nical training of the architect as to effects, 
harmonies or the suitability of certain colors 
and combinations to different styles of archi- 
tecture, but what he does know is practical. 
It can, as a general rule, be depended upon. 
In a word, the Master Painter has proved 
things for himself, and that is why his advice 
is valuable. 

The sooner he can impress upon the trade, 
his patrons, the architect, and every body else the 
fact that he knows, the better it will be for him.
